If the President is accurately quoted, he 
has declared that the W ngner labor disputes 
bill and the Guffev -Sny der coal 
stabilization 
hill must he passed in order to prev ent the 
necessity of martial law. 
The coal bill referred to is a m e a s u r e 
which will apply to the bituminous coal fields 
and amounts to an NRA for the m ining of 
soft coal. 
It is probable that federal legisla- 
' tion may be enacted which might help that in- 
j dnstrv. 
N o industry is in worse condition in this 
country that that of the bituminous coal. There 
have only been v ery short periods in the last 
20 y ears when the bituminous miners hav e had 
even temporary hope for a decent wage. 
But the President emphasizes thi-s because 
be fears that if these measures are not enacted, 
a certain hopelessness, on the part of labor, 
will driv e hundreds of thousands into strikes 
and that under present conditions, this would 
necessitate, in many localities, immediate mart- 
| ial law. 
We are publishing in another column an 
analy sis of the Wagner labor disputes bill, and 
we will not go into its discussion here. But we 
would suggest to the readers, as this measure 
is likely to “ cut considerable figure’’ not only 
in the news, but, if passed, in the social and 
economic life of the nation, that this analy sis 
he read with care.

Tax es are placed, in the main, in indirect 
proportion to the political

Tax es should be lev ied upon property , 
whether by a sales or ad v alorem method, in 
proportion to the actual v alue, as ex pressed 
in money , and apply ing uniformly to all kinds 
of property . 
There is no question that a tax on sales and 
a tax upon places of business are a direct tax 
on the consumer, for the amount of the tax 
must be added to the cost of the goods. 
The most indefensible action of law-rnakers 
is to “ stack the cards’’ by tax methods, in 
favor of one group, as against another group. 
If we are going to tax institutions because, 
instead of hav ing all of their business in one 
place, they open up in many places for the ac­ 
commodation of customers, then let us apply 
it to all institutions that do this thing—banks, 
newspapers and oil stations. 
Discrimination and partiality is the rankest 
injustice.
